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Summary 

A half of the fern specimens collected by the Indo-Japanese Botanical Expedition 
to Darjeeling and Sikkim in 1960, and that to East Nepal in 1963 was allotted to 
me for study. They belong to the following families: Osmundaceae, Schizaeaceae, 
Gleicheniaceae, Pteridaceae, Parkeriaceae, Davalliaceae, Plagiogyriaceae, Aspidiaceae 
p.p., Blechnaceae, Aspleniaceae, Vittariaceae, Marsileaceae, and Salviniaceae. I have 
identified 131 native species in them, and classified several distribution patterns 
from the area occupied by each species.
